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AN ACT in relation to public enpl oyee benefits.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Pension Code is anmended by

changi ng Section 5-214 as foll ows:

(40 ILCS 5/5-214) (fromCh. 108 1/2, par. 5-214)

Sec. 5-214. Credit for other service. Any partici pant
in this Fund (other than a nenber of the fire departnent of
the city) who has rendered service as a nenber of the police
departnment of the city for a period of 3 years or nore (15

vears or nore in the case of paragraph (e) of this Section)

is entitled to credit for the various purposes of this
Article for service rendered prior to becoming a nenber or
subsequent thereto for the foll ow ng peri ods:

(a) Wiile on |eave of absence from the police
departnent assigned or detail ed to i nvestigati ve,
protective, security or police work for the park district
of the city, the departnent of the Port of Chicago or the
sanitary district in which the city is |ocated.

(b) As a tenporary police officer in the city or
while serving in the office of the mayor or in the office
of the corporation counsel, as a nenber of the city
council of the <city, as an enpl oyee of the Policenen's
Annuity and Benefit Fund created by this Article, as the
head of an organization whose nenbership consists of
menbers of the police departnment, the Public Vehicle
Li cense Comm ssi on and t he board of el ection
commi ssioners of the city.

(c) Wile performng safety or investigative work
for the county in which such city is principally |ocated

or for the State of Illinois or for the f eder al
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governnment, on |eave of absence fromthe departnent of
police, or while performng investigative work for the
departnment as a civilian enployee of the departnent.

(d) Wiile on |eave of absence from the police
departnment of the city and serving as the chief of police
of a police departnent outside the city.

(e) Up to 7 vyears during which the applicant

perforned corrections work for the county in which the

city is principally located or for the State of Illinois

or for the federal governnent.

No credit shall be granted in this Fund, however, for
this service if the policeman has credit therefor in any
other annuity and benefit fund, or unless he contributes to
this Fund the anmount he woul d have contributed with interest
had he remai ned an active nenber of the police departnent in
the position he occupied as a result of a civil service
conpetitive exam nation, certification and appoi ntnment by the
Cvil Service Board; or in the case of a city operating under
the provisions of a personnel ordinance the position he
occupied as a result of a personnel ordinance conpetitive
exam nation certification and appoi ntnment under the authority
of a Munici pal Personnel ordinance.

Concurrently with such contributions, the city shal
contribute the anmounts provided by this Article. No credit
shall be allowed for any period of tinme for whi ch
contributions by the policeman have not been paid. The
period of service rendered by such policeman prior to the
date he becanme a nenber of the police departnent of the city
or while detailed, assigned or on |eave of absence and
enployed in any of the departnents set forth herei nabove in
this Section for which such policeman has contributed to this
Fund shall be credited to himas service for all the purposes
of this Article, except that he shall not have any of the

rights conferred by the provisions of Sections 5-127 and
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5-162 of this Article.

The changes in this Section nmade by Public Act 86-273
shall apply to nenbers of the Fund who have not begun
receiving a pension under this Article on August 23, 1989,
without regard to whether enploynent is term nated before
t hat date.

Not wi t hst andi ng Secti ons 6

and 8 of this Act, no reinbursenment by the State is required

for the inplenentation of any nandate created by this

anendatory Act of the 92nd General Assenbly.
